Eitzharris and Mullett Will not 


be Allowed to Live 


in This Country 


New York, May 28.—The two surviv- 


ing members of the Irish Invincibles, 
James Fitsharris, alias "Skin the Goat." 
and Joseph Mullett, who were recently 
released from prison in Ireland, where 
they were sentejwed for complicity in 
the Phoenix park murders of 1S82, were 
yesterday ordered excluded by the board 
of special inquiry at the immigration 
station and ordered deported. 


The exclusion was made under the 


Interpretation of the law which forbids 
any one being admitted to this country 
who has been adjudged guilty of a 
'"teloiiy. crime, infamous crime, ormis- 
4emeanor involving moral turpitude." 


The two men were recently pardoned 


by Earl Cadoran, lord lieutenant «f Ire- 
land, from a sentence of life imprison- 
ment, and reached this city among the 
•teerage passengers on the Lucanta on 
.Saturday last 
After a conference with 


Comrnlaeionar Fltchle, the men were or- 
dered back t» Bills island, to await the 
'action of the board of special inquiry. 


The two men w«re taken before the 


board on Ellis island on Sunday. The 
inqutaltion was secret. The only one at 
the barge office to meet tbe two men, and 
who showed any Interest in their be- 
half, was "Rocky Mountain" O'Brien. 
The men wen then seat to tho "excluded 
pea." 


The case will probably be appealed to 


the authorities at Washington, and, if 
not, Fitzharri* and Mullett will leave 
this port on Saturday next OB the Lu> 
•ania, 


s • 


After <Ua» roesttog- of the board It waa 


•loarned that FtUharria was the first of 
the two men to be examined by the 
^members. 
He admitted that he had 


served nearly 17 years for crime com- 
mitted. 
After being asked tbe usual 


questions as to hie age, nativity and resi- 
dence, Fitzharris was aaked of what 
crime he had been convicted, and an- 
swered: 
"Treason." Be was then 


questioned a* to this charge, and he told 
the board that be had been arrested 
about nine months after the famous 
Phoenix parWrnurders, in company'with 
2$ others. These 23 were accused of hav- 
ing been accessories after the fact, while 
Fitaharris was charged with having been 
an accessory before the fact 
Three 


months later he waa brought to trial 
With others of the accused. 
Five of 


them were sentenced to be hanged, and 


- Fitaharris was sentenced to penal servi- 


tude for life. While telling his story to 
the board, Fitzharris declared that at 
the time of his trial he was offered £10,- 
000 by the English government if he 
would turn informer against the other 
members of the band. This he refused 
to do, and of his life sentence he served 
about 17 years in different prisons. 
Bight months ago he was pardoned. 
Fitzharris said that he and Mullen had 
about ?25 between them when they 
reached this port 


Fitzharris aserted that while he was on 


•British soil he was compelled to report 
to the police every month as to his doings 
'and whereabouts. 
"I came to this 


•country," he added, "because I want a 
chance to rest and recuperate.

• St. Louis, May !8.8—Sunday wa* the 
20th day of the street railway strike and 
the end scorns as far away as ever, both 
the Transit company and its employes 
standing firm. Not a car on the Tran- 
sit's oomi>any's e-vstem lias been run 
•Ince the strike began without police 
protection. In consequence, there not 
being1 enough police to guard the 800 or 
more cars usually operated, less than a 
quarter of that number has been run by 
the company over only a part of its 22 
Divisions and Jines. Since the ei&hthni 
divisions qpd lines. Since May S. when 
the strike began, there have betn nu- 
merous collisions between the police and 
the strikers and the tatter's sympathiz- 
ers. 


Hardly a flay during that titns has 


passed without somebody being wounded 
by bullets or Injured! by flying missiles 
lend police clubs. The list of casualties 
Bince th« strike began shows four per- 
sona shot and killed, 22 wounded; by 
bullets and 50 or more Injured In other 
ways. Two of the k&ed were Innocent 
bystanders, the others being a striking 
motorman and an emergency policeman. 
Several of the wounded are In a critical 
condition and may die. 


It is said by the strikers that less than 


EO of their number—3S25— who struck 
have returned to work.. These, with the 
street car rrmn Imported from other 
cities, are operating th« Transit's com- 
pany's cars. It is asserted that at least 
CO of the Imported men have Joined the 
Strikers. 


The points of Issue between the com- 


pany and Its striking" employes have 
be'en agreed to except that of reinstat- 
ing all the men who went out of their old 
positions. The company refuses to dis- 
place the men hired since the> strike bs- 
gan while the striker* decltae to sign 
any agreement that does not give all the 
Old men their place again. 


A meeting of citizens has been called, 


for tomorrow afternoon for the purpos* 
of discussing plans for the ami cable 
settlement of the strike. 


As the result of an encounter last night 


between striking and non-etrlklng em- 
ployes of the Transit system three men 
were ehot, one being fatally and the 
others seriously wounded.

The total eclipse ot the sun, during 


(which the shadow of the moon will 
sweep over the gulf states, North Car- 
olina and southeastern Virginia on the 
2Sth of May. will be the first oo» visi- 
ble on the Atlantic seaboard since 1869. 
In the latter year the moon's shadow 
passed over the western and middle 
states, from Iowa eastward, entering 
the Atlantic ocean from the coast of 
North Carolina, in which state it cross- 
ed the path of the coming eclipse. On 
the 28th inst the shadow will first 
strike the earth In the Pacific ocean, 
off the coast of southern California, 
but the total phase will occur so soon 
after sunrise that the phenomenon will 
not be well scon until the shadow 
reaches New Orleans. Prom this point 
to Norfolk it sweeps across the country 
in nearly a straight line, passing over a 
region lu which, If the weather reports 
are reliable, the chances of a cloudless 
morning are unusually good. Unfortu- 
nately, the duration of the total phase 
Is rather short, being only about 1 min- 
ute 13 seconds at New Orleans and 1 
minute 40 seconds at Norfolk. The 
longest duration will be 2 minutes 8 
seconds. 


Notwithstanding the brevity of the 


time at the disposal of observers ex- 
tensive preparations have been made 
for the observations both here and in 
the region of the Mediterranean. The 
latter region will naturally be that 
visited

while the American parties will ob- 
serve In their own country. To this 
rule, howevert there are two excep- 
tions—Mr. "-Percival Lowell of Boston 
and Professor David P. Todd of Am- 
herst college as his coadjutor have 
fitted up a special expedition to ob- 
serve the eclipse at Tripoli, at which 
point they arrived with their instru- 
ments and materials more than a 
month ago. The shortness of the dura- 
tion of total phase is here counterbal- 
anced by the fact that a cloudless day 
seems to be almost certain. The Brit- 
ish Astronomical association was at 
latest advices fitting out an expedition 
to make observations in North Caroli- 
na. The point selected for their ob- 
servations is Wadesboro, N. C., a 
favorite station of which we shall 
epeak presently. 


There is every prospect of a large 


{representation from our universities 
and other scientific Institutions being 
marshaled along the line of totality. 
It is understood that Brown university 
rwill send a party to Norfolk In charge 
of Professor Wlnslow Upton. A work 
of this party which may prove to be 
of prime importance la that of photo- 
graphing the sky around the son with 
cameras mounted equatorially. 
The 


National Geographic society has also 
arranged for a social expedition to this 
point It intends to photograph the 
sky during the total phase and make 
such scientific observations as are pos- 
sible under the circumstances. The 
greatest number of parties will be col- 
lected at Wadesboro, N. C., where 
Princeton university expects to send 
a party in charge of Professor Young. 
'Another party which has chosen this 
station Is that of Professor Langley 
from the Smithsonian institution. This 
party will be unusually large, both In 
numbers and'the magnificence of its 
outfit It has been aided by an appro- 
priation from congress. 
A number 


of photographic telescopes will be 
brought Into requisition, two of them 
of each long focus that they will be 
fixed la a horizontal position. The 
Image of the eclipsed sun will be 
thrown into them by means of a mir- 
ror.' 


The weather bureau Is expected to 


'have a party at Newbury, 8. 0., hi 
charge of Professor Cleveland Abbe. 
This party will devote special attention 
ito the polarization of the Ugtit of th< 
sky. 
Another finely equipped party 


.will be that from the Harvard observa- 
tory, In charge of Professor W. H. 
Pickering. Washington, Ga., has been 
chosen as Its station. Besides the or- 
dinary observations, this party will de- 
voto special attention to photograph- 
Ing the sky around the tan with a view 
{to the discovery of any unknown ob- 
jects. For this purpose a sort of multi- 
ple telescope has been designed by Pro- 
fessor Pickering with special reference 
to getting Impression* of the faintest 
objects that can be brought out under 
the circumstances. The Instrument 
will have several object glasses, each 
'of which will photograph Its own por- 
tion of the sky. All combined will pro- 
duce a photograph Including the whole 
region on both sides of the sun, Pro- 
fessor Campbell of the Lick observa- 
tory Is expected to bead a party at 
Thomastoo, Ga, Parties from the na- 
val observatory In charge of Professor 
8. jT. Brown, V. B. N., will be located at 
Bnrnesvllle and Griffin In Georgia. 
They win comprise not only a large 
number of the observatory staff, but • 
number of associate members from the 
Johns Hopkins and other universities 
In various parti of the country. It If

the exact position of tie moon on the 
sun with that predicted In the astro- 
nomical ephenieris. It will probably 
be the most richly equipped of all ex- 
peditious, so far as money values are 
concerned, having beea aided by an 
appropriation of >4,000 by congress. 


The ready accessibility of Norfolk 


and its neighborhood may be expected 
to lead to a groat influx of spectators. 
Virginia Beach, which la readily acces- 
sible, la not far north of the central 
line. But it is quite possible that ob- 
servers on or around Hampton Roads 
may really see some grand features of 
the scene which will not be grasped by 
those in the interior. If the astronom- 
ical tables are perfectly exact, the edge 
of the shadow will pass over Newport 
News and Old Point Comfort Specta- 
tors at these points will therefore have 
the shadow on one side of them and 
sunlight onT tho other. Unfortunately, 
the astronomer cannot guarantee the 
correctness of hii 5?edJction within 
two or three mile% 'fnla Is not sur- 
prising if one reflects that the correct- 
ness of the predictions must depend on 
tha position and motion of a heavenly 
body nearly a quarter of a million 
miles away, "which has to be derived 
from tables made a whole generation 
in advance by mathematical methods 
BO difficult that the most painstaking 
researches of the ablest mathemati- 
cians W the world have not yet brought 
them to perfection. 


Yet another difficulty In, the case 


arises from the Irregular outline of the 
moon. The surface of our satellite la 
variegated with mountains and valleys 
which make Its outline extremely ir- 
regular. The exact situation of these 
objects and their effect on the total 
phase cannot be predicted. It will 
readily be seen that the sun might hap- 
pen to shine through a valley on the 
lunar surface so as to throw its light a 
mile or more within the calculated lim- 
its of the shadow. For these reasons It 
Is impossible to say exactly what the 
observers around Hampton Roads will 
see—whether a momentary total eclipse 
or one during the greatest phase of 
which there will still be glimpses .of 
the light of the sun. Equally difficult 
is it to say whether there will be a 
great contrast between the compara- 
tive darkness of the shadow which will 
envelop the south side of the bay to- 
ward Norfolk and the little glimpses of 
sunshine which will be seen on the 
land side. However this may be, we 
may be assured that the wide extent of 
view afforded by Hampton Roada will 
add greatly to the magnificence of the 
spectacle. 


An observer wbo wishes to see th« 


phenomenon to ttoe best possible ad- 
vantage should use a comparatively 
•mall telescope of low power-^a com- 
mon spyglass or even an opera glasi 
will suffice. With such an Instrument 
he can take in tie whole effulgence 
surrounding the densely black body oi 
the moon at a single view. The rosy 
prominences will be perhaps the most 
interesting detail that can be observed, 
They are not always entirely red. The 
forms are of the most fantastic and 
var'ed character. 
As the writer saw 


one of them daring the eclipse of 1869 
It might almost be described aa looking j 
like a huge pile of mow peaks; glaciers , 
and clouds shining in the fall light of 
the sun and varying la tint from a 
light rosy hue t» the brilliant white of 
a distant snow peak. 


A very Important point to be consid- 


ered is the probability of a clear sun 
during the total phase. The weather 
burcafu has for two yean past caused 
special observations to be made in ra- 
rloua towns along the line of totality, 
with a view of throwing light on this 
point. It appears from the result* of 
these Investigations that the chances 
of a clear sky are unusually good. 
They ire bost in northern Georgia and 
Booth Carolina and gradually dimin- 
ish toward th« ecacoast, but even nt 
Norfolk there seems to be more than an 
even chance of success. 


The scientific value of observations 


mode during total eaUpsea of the sun 
•rises from tho fact that the sun's sur- 
roundings can be scanned to tha best 
advantage only on these rare occasions. 
Under all ordinary circumstances these 
•urroundlnRa aro rendered nearly or 


invisible by an obstacle which 
Bon. 
Ami 
la a perfect metal polish. 
It is odorless and will not 
daub the hands or woodwork* 


tho human no*, with all Its powers, 
has not bten able to evade. This li 
nothing less than the atmosphere in 
which we are obliged to dwell. If tha 
earth wen not surrounded by this en- 
velope, if we could look out from Ita 
surface into blank apace, the aky 
would be black all day, the stars could 
be seen in the brightest sunshine, as 
well as at night, and the astronomer 
could scan the region round the sun, 
up to the very limb of the latter, by 
the simple expedient of shading off its 
light by some terrestrial object. The 
atmosphere prevents all this through 
its brilliant illumination by the sun's 
rays, which not only makes the stars 
invisible, but any objects that may ex- 
ist in the neighborhood of the sun. The 
intensity of the illumination or sky- 
light varies greatly in different places 
and in different regions of the sky. It 
Is much less on the tops of mountains 
in the tropical regions than in the 
plains. But everywhere it Increases in 
the neighborhood of the sun so rapidly 
that it is never possible to see the ob- ' 
Jects which ordinarily surround our 
central luminary- 
< 


During a total eclipse of the Run the 


moon comes to our aid by shutting off 
the light of the sun, to a greater or { 
less extent, around the region on which 
its shadow falls, the size and distance 
f the moon being such that it permits ' 
us to see almost to the very limb of 
the sun Itself. In the coming eclipse 
tho diameter of the shadow across the 
gulf and Atlantic states is between 40 
and 50 miles. Within this region no 
direct sunlight can penetrate so long 
as the shadov is passing. The heavens 
would therefore be as dark as night 
were it not for light reflected Into the 
shadow from the atmosphere outside 
of it, where the sun still shines. In 
the present case there will probably be 
much more light than during eclipses 
of very long duration. Still the amount 
is almost Infinitesimal In comparison 
with that ordinarily shed by the direct 
rays of the gun. 


To understand the problems which 


our observers expect to attack some-, 
thing must be said about the surround- 
ings of the suteu To all ordinary ob- 
servation the latter is simply a shining 
globe, with no visible appendage. Nei- 
ther by photography nor by the most 
careful scrutiny with powerful tele- 
scopes has the astronomer ever been 
able to perceive any object outside the 
surface of this shining sphere. But by 
observations during total eclipses it 
has been shown to have several ap- 
pendages. Lowest down, immediately 
resting on the surface of the sun, is a 
sort of solar atmosphere, red in color, 
of the upper part of which hydrogen 
is one of the principal constituents. 
This is known as the chromosphere. 
Lower down, resting immediately on 
the solar surface, the chromosphere 
comprises a layer of gases composed of 
the vapors of most of the common sub- 
stances known to exist on the earth 
and In the sun. So intense is the heat 
that these substances are not only j 
melted, but actually evaporated, as 
water would be-evaporated over a hot 
fire. This part of the chromosphere ia 
called the reversing layer. The hydro-1 
gen of the chromosphere is piled up in 
huge, Irregular masses of every shape, j 
These are seen during the total phase 
as rosy prominences, apparently scat- 
tered round the dark body of the moon 
here and there. Sometimes they have 
the appearance of cloudlike masses, 
sometimes of Immense flames shot up 
to a height of many thousand miles 
from the solar surface. Surrounding 
the entire sun, chromosphere and pro- 
tuberances Is the soft effulgence known 
as the solar corona. These three ob- 
jects, chromosphere, protuberances and 
corona, are the more or less mysterious 
appendages of the sun the nature and 
constitution of which give rise to some 
of the most difficult and interesting 
problems of solar physics. 


The discovery of the reversing layer 


was the work of Professor Young dur- 
ing the eclipse of 1870 in Spain. It is 
therefore sometimes called Young's 
stratum. It 1s seen only when the to- 
tal phase Is beginning or ending. To 
understand Its significance we recall 
that the solar spectrum is always 
crossed by a number of dark lines pro- 
duced by the absorption of certain 
rays by the solar atmosphere. Young, 
observing this spectrum as the moon 
was about to completely bide the sun, 
noticed that as the last ray of true 
sunlight disappeared the spectral lines 
were suddenly changed from dark to 
bright. For a faoment hundreds of 
these bright lines flashed oat, then 
disappeared as suddenly as they had 
appeared. The same gases which, by 
absorbing the sunlight which passed 
through them, caused dark Hnes to 
appear In the spectrum were hot 
enough to give bright lines when the 
•unlight was cut off. 


The introduction of photographic 


methods into astronomy has Initiated 
a revolution in the method of observ- 
ing total eclipses which will eee its 
completion on the coming occasion. 
Up to a recent period the observations 
were necessarily purely visual. Ob- 
servers drew pictures of the corona as 
they saw it or fancied tt The promi- 
nences were delineated aa they could 
be seen during the brief period availa- 
ble for the purpose, and the lines of the 
spectrum were observed by the eye. 
The application of photography to the 
phenomena of ft total eclipse ia almost 
as old as the art itself. But with the 
chemicals of 30 yean ago the results 
were of little importance. Now, how- 
ever, the astronomer ia not going to 
trust to his eye, except where it cannot 
well be helped. Everything that light 
can depict on a sensitive plate will be 
indelibly recorda* in such a way aa to 
be tree from all the Illusions of ordi- 
nary, vision and will be studied at lei- 
sure by the best eyes with the most 
refined apparatus. 


An Idea of the gnat advance thus 


made will be gained from the fact tha* 
in a few seconds as much at the corona 
can be photographed aa it la possible 
for the eye to nee by looking directly 
at It Thia will be the case even with 
young's reversing layer. It la expect- 
ed that during the moment of Ita visi- 
bility lines will be photographed which 
the eye cannot possibly recognise in so 
brief an Interval. Those astronomers 
will get the best chance at this inter- 
estias object who torejo the pleaavre 
of being near the central line, where 
the duration ia longest

Of spring and summer dished muck 


has been written, and particularly 
about salads, but the subject is not yet 
exhausted because there are relishes 
and salads not yet discussed in this de- 
partment. Wo are too prone to think 
that nothinff but a combination of let- 
tuce, lobster, chicken or salmon makes 
a salad, when, as a matter of fact, sal- 
ads that are desirable and tasty are 
made from almost anything that goes 
onto our tables*. 


We would not recommend a salad 


made of cold baked beans, yet one can 
be made and is often served under some 
foreign name. Of course, there is added 
to the beans something green to help 
carry the dish, but the basis has the 
true Boston flavor. There are, however, 
some salads that appear equally ridic- 
ulous at first that -ft ill be appreciated 
when tried. We will take, for instance, 
the various cheese salads. There are 
several of these, and everyone of them 
will please the person who loves cheese 
and will give a pleasing variety to that 
staple dessert. 


AMERICAN CHEESE SALAD. 


Take one-quarter of a pound of good 


rich cheese, not too strong, and grate it; 
if not fine enough run through a sieve 
and then mix with it enough mayon- 
naise dressing to^make the result stmooth 
and creamy. Shred the crisp leaves of 
a head of lettuce, arrange on the bot- 
tom of a salad dish and spread over the 
cheese. Thia, as well as other cheese 
salads, should be served with toasted 
crackers. 


NEUFCHATEL SALAD. 


Divide lengthwise the cheese into 


Quarters and then cut these pieces 
crosswise into thin slices; cut into thin 
slices an equal amount of crisp rad- 
ishes-; arrange lettuce leaves on a plat- 
ter and on them place the slices of rad- 
ishes and cheese alternately; pour over 
a mayonnaise or, better, a light French 
dressing, and send at once to the table. 
The small cream cheeses in the market 
may be treated in the same way as the 
Neufchatel with good results. 


CARDINAL, SAL.AD. 


This salad may be made of peas.heans, 


cauliflower or almost any vegetable to 
your hkinig, as it takes Its name from 
the color of the dTessing and the use of 
beets as a garnish. Boil a. large red 
beet until tender and cut into thin siloes, 
•which you put to soak in vinegar for 
three hours. You will then prepare your 
salad, using the vinegar in which the 
beet has soaked to make the mayon- 
naise, and cutting the beets into dice 
for a garnish. 
The effect of the red 


dressing is striking. 


GKBEN PEA SALAD. 


Arrange a salad bowl with lettuce 


leaves -o cover the bottom and sides; 
chop sufficient cold lamb or chicken to 
make a cupful and spread it over the 
lettuce; add in the center of the disih 
two cupfuls of cold cooked green peas, 
and over all pour a rich French dress- 
ing In which has been mixed a half tea- 
apoonful of dry English mustard. 
If 


lamb is the meat used add also to the 
dressing three or four sprigs of mint 
*hat you have previously chopped very 
fine.CHESS SALAD IN TOMATOES. 


A handsome salad is made by cutting 


off the tops of round ripe tomatoes and 
carefully removing the seeds and soft 
pulp; shred very fine some fresh crisp 
watercress, and mix it with mayon- 
naise dressing enough to moke a thick 
paste; nil the tomatoes with the mix- 
ture, putting a little dressing on top of 
each and serve on lettuce leaves in in- 
dividual dishes. Remember to always- 
have your vegeta/bles freeh and: crisped 
by cold watex, and do not be afraid to 
garnish so as to give a good appearance. 
A salad is one thing that cannot well be 
overdressed.

least be taught to eat soup quietly. 


Soup, by the way, is one of the roost 


Important articles In the child's dietary, 
and is about as economical as well aa 
wholesome an item of food as can be 
found. The child who has tucked away 
a big bowlful of milk soup or broth to 
begin his meal, will not have the longing: 
for as large a portion of meat as lie 
would otherwise desire. Moreover, th* 
soup is not only easily digested, but! 
nourishing and strengthening, when 
properly made. 


AN ECONOMICAL BROTH. 


Take a quart of good stock at any sort 


whether made from fresh meat or from 
the bones of a roast makes little differ- 
ence, if bones are used, break themiup 
small with a hammer before puttiag&tbji 
water upon the. This would-not dojtt-nj^ 
clear soup were to be made, but It 'will' 
answer perfectly for a broth. Let all 
simmer slowly together, bones, a slrce^ 
onion, a little corrot, a Btalk or two ot 
celery and of parsley, and water to cov< 
er all until the liquid has cooked down 
to half its original quantity. Let tha 
soup become cold on the meat, and when 
well chilled turn it off through a strain- 
er that will remove the grease as welt1 
as the bones, etc. Bee that the eoup 1» 
seasoned with salt and pepper, as well1 
aa with the herbs and vegetables that 
•were cooked in it, and just before tak- 
ing it from the fire lay in the tureen half 
a dozen slices of bread cut Into neat 
strips. Serve a portion of this to each 
one in helping out the soup. It you 
wish to vary this you may have th* 
bread lightly toasted, or you may add 
dice of cooked carrot or a little barley 
or rice as well as the bread. 


CREAM SOUP3. 


All of these are made in practically 


the same way. The foundation may be 
the contents of a can of peaa rubbed 
through a colander, or the liquor 
strained from a can of tomatoes, or a 
cupful of mashed potato left over from 
the day before, or of almost any kind of 
cold vegetable,—turnips, spinach, betuia, 
caullflow-eir and the like. In any cas« 
the vegetable must be made soft enough 
to rub through a colander, either by tha 
addition of milk or of water, and sea- 
soned to taste. To the potato or turnip 
or tomato may be added a little onlon^ 
while the vegetables, with a pronounce** 
flavor of their own, will need little be* 
yond salt and pepper. When the vegetat 
bles are hot it may be mixed with threa 
cups of milk, which has been thickened 
•with a tablespoonful, each, of buttefl ^ 
and flour. All should be cooked to-< 
gether, stiring constantly, until smoetti 
and thick, and then served.

Editor of the Transcript:—While -we 


are in full sympathy with those who 
are raising large contributions in 
money and food for famine stricken 
India, -\\e -want to say a little about the 
causes of the present, and almost an- 
nually lecmrmg1 unhappy conditions, 
compaied with foimei conditions of 
prospenty and plenty. 


Previous to England's rule India had 


never known a famine. In the dis- 
cussion of the East Indian bill in par- 
liament, Sir Thomas Munro said "I do 
not exactly know what is meant by 
civilizing the people of India. In the 
theory of good government they may 
be deficient; but if a good system of 
agriculture, if unrivaled manufactures, 
if a capacity to produce what con- 
venience and luxury demand, if the es- 
tablishment of schools for reading and 
-vnting, if the general practice pf 
kindness and hospitality, and above all 
if respect and delicacy toward the fe- 
male sex are among the points that de- 
note a civilized people, then the Hin- 
dcos are not inferior in civilization to 
the people of Europe." 


India was described by Burke as a 


land of plenty and happiness. Thou- 
sands of pieces of their "unrivaled" 
manufactured goods were exported. 


George Thompson in a.lecture on In- 


dia delivered m England some yaars 
ago said: "In 1800 cotton abounded, 
and to so great an extent was the labor 
of men, wo-n2n and children app'icd to 
its conversion into cloth, that evea with 
their impertect machinery they not only 
supplied the large home demand for the 
beautiful produc uons of De-j -a and the 
erarse goons c' V estern Indi i, but ex- 
ported 200,000,000 pieces to oth'r i arts 
OL the world |j*r a::rum. 


In 1813 tne tiadt of inc:a was thrown 


Lien, and Uii na '\e industries were 
exposed co unll-i.TPd competition 
At 


tbfc end of twenty jears from that time 
tlit; men, women and children were 
driven from the work shops to the fio!d, 
and all demand for labor, except in 
agriculture was at an end.'

i/r Torrens, an Indian official says: 


"For years and years we have acted as 
though we were under no moral rt- 
sponfcibility whatever. We have laid 
the people and princes of Isidia. under 
tubute, and after a century of varied 
experiments, the only limit of exact k-n 
settns to be the physical capacity of 
the yield. All alike ignored their cries, 
and treated them \vltb contempt, till at 
last lhey%had recourse to the only mode 
of >.p^rtoqs left them, mutiny and re- 
bellion, and I do say, that ior ul» the 
horrors and the sad oalamitlrj that 
followed, 
England 
is 
responsible. 


Nothing in English history approaches 
the horrors that the troops have com- 
mitted in putting down the Indian re- 
volt." 
The pious people in England 


had a prodigious amount of sympathy 
for a few fanatics who swung on hooks 
fastened in their flesh, and who threw 
themselves under the wheels of the 
car of Juggernaut, but their sympa- 
thies did not distress them when hun- 
dreds of innocent sepoys "who had 
nothing left them but mutiny and re- 
bellion" who were tied to the mouths 
of cannon, loaded with the most deadly 
missies and blown Itito eternity. Eng- 
land is responsible for the suffering in 
India, and if there be a law of recom- 
pense she as a nation will reap what 
she has sown. 


Her polic y has been from the first to 


keep her colonies dependent on the 
home government. In 1669 parliament 
declared "that no wool, yarn or woolen 
manufacturers of the American colonies 
should be shipped to any place in, or 
outside the colonies, or even laden to 
be transported to- any place whatever. 
In 1719 the house of commons declared 
that the erection of manufactories In 
the colonies tended to lessen their de- 
pendence of England. 


To protect British hatters from 


American conuietition in the colonies, 
parliament passed an act in 1732 "Dro- 
hibiting hats from being laden uoon a 
horse, cart or Other carriage In the 
colonies, with an intent to be escorted 
to any other plantation or any place 
whatsoever, under the penalty Of the 
forfeiture of the goods s6 laden and a 
fine of five hundred pounds." 


The aaina act prohibited the employ- 


ment of negroes or any person who 
had not served as an apprentice seven 
years. During Lord Elgin's second vis- 
it to China to negotiate a trade treatv 
with the Chinese government, he wrote 
to his wife: "Can I do anything to pre- 
vent England from calling down on 
herself God's curse for brutalities on 
another feeble Oriental race. Or are 
all my. exertions only to result in the 
extentlon of the area over which Eng- 
lishmen are to exhibit now hollow and 
superficial arc both their civilization 
and their Christianity?" 


A dlspstch dated London, May 18, 


soys: The secretary of mate for India, 
Mr. Hamilton, referring to the terrible 
effects of the famine, oays: "It must 
not be forgotten that it is a wace 
famine as well as a food famine. 
Therefore it presses more heavily on 
the people." 


Th<« ordinary wages In India are less 


than $12 per capita per year. One sixth 
of this goes to pay taxes. 


New York, May 7.—A number of 


members of the <:ommlttets of 1«5 
named by the chamber of commerce to 
assist In relieving the famine sufferers 
in India met today. Rev. J. E. Abbott, 
Boston, but recently from

FIRST PART ONLY COULD BE SEEN 


Partiis Who Went 
Up Greylock to 


Observe It Had a Cold Time. 


School Children Made 


Observations 


The million dollar eclipse, so called 


on account of the enormous expense 
that has. been gone to by scientists to 
observe It, was not an entire success 
in North. Adams. 
The sun 
was 


effectually enoug-h blotted out of sight, 
but 'by clouds instead of the 
moon. 


Local people who were disappointed 
maj( be pleased to learn from the tele- 
graphic news that down south, \\hei^ 
all the scientists were located in the 
path of totality, the weather was per- 
fect, and science has added untold 
knowledge to Its recources. 


The 3 rat part of the eclipse was vis- 


ible here, however, and many took ad- 
vantage of it. The weather was per- 
fectly clear till an early hour this 
morning, when it became hazy. At 17S3 
when the first edge of the moon came 
between this city and the sun, there 
was so little cloud that the ec-lipse was 
easily seen. Until about 840 it was 
possible to see the decreasing crescent 
of the sun, although tne clouds grew 
so heavy that smoked glass! was un- 
necessary, and then, aoout half an 
hour before the eclipse was at its full- 
est, which-wras for this region about 90 
per cent of toftal, the entire thing was 
shut off from view, and rain besran to 
fall. 


Many) plans were made for the ob- 


servation of the eclipse. Several parties 
from here went up Greylock last night, 
to be there ready for the eclipse this 
morning, and. they reported a very cold 
time of it on their return. 


Most of the schools zave a recess 


during the eclipse, and the children 
observed it as long as possible. At 
DnJ*y Instructor Richmond had given 
the school a lecture on the subject last 
week, and directed the observations 
today. At Mark Hopkins and the nor- 
mal school Instructor Allen, did the 
same thins. 


This is the last attempt at a total 


eclipse that residents of this section 
•will have a chance to see for about 18 
years, and was the first in about 11 
years. 


On the evening of June 12 there will 


be a small ecliDse of the moon, as a 
corollary of today's eclipse of the sun. 
This will begin at 10.40 in -the evenh>2 
and end at 10.47, being so slight that it 
•will be hardly visible without the aid 
of a telescope.

The cutters at Millard's shop, who 


were out all last week, as the result of 
a disagreement on the question of 
wages, returned to work this morninff. 
and were at 10 o'clock ordered out 
again on strike by the executive com- 
mittee of the cutters' union. The cause 
of the present difficulty is a failure to 
agree on the interpretation of the 
agreement made by the Millard com- 
pany and General President Tobin of 
Boston. This agreement, which both 
Mr. Millard1 and the strikers agree was 
the one adopted, although It is merely 
a memorandum of a vtrual agreement, 
begins as follows: 


Memorandum of agreement, Messrs. 


N. Li. Millard & Co., and Shoecu'Jters' 
union: 


All cutters to return to work Monday, 


May S8th, settlement to be made for 
last week's work on basis of old wages. 
The new list to go into effect so far as 
agreed upon, and all items on. which 
we 'are not agreed to be adjusted with 
the firm through a committee of cut- 
ters employed by the firm, and failing 
to agree upon a.ny or all Items, they 
shall be arbitrated by state board of 
arbitration or otherwise. 


Then follows the schedule so far as 


agreed uj,on. 


On th* strength of tnls agreement, 


as reported Saturday, the union 
ax>- 


pointed a committee 01 tae union, con- 
sisting of men who haa oeen employed 
at Millard's, with authority to flx if 
possible upon a schedule with Mr. Mil- 
lard, anri then to report to the union. 
This committee went to the shop Sat- 
urday afternoon and were met with 
the statement that the committee's 
authority must be final, without refer- 
ring the matter back to the union. 


The committee reported this to the 


union, and this morning a committee of 
the executive committee of the union 
went to Mr. Millard and tried to come 
to an understanding on the matter. 


Mr. Millard's contention Is fhat the 


agreement cuotsd above calls for set- 
tlement "with" a committee from his 
men 
The union claims that it calls 


for a settlement "through" this com- 
mittee. It will be seen that the entire 
question is on the interpretation of 
this agreement, and thy.t Mr. Millard's 
point is to deal with men from his own 
shop and not with the union. 


Meanwhile the cutters had gone to 


work this morning, according to the 
agreemcit, but at 10 they were called 
out bv the executive committee. There 
are about 25 of them out. 


It is expected that Mr. Tobin will be 


back hern this evening to see what can 
be don-?. Union officers say that the 
strike will not spread to other sfooos 
unless the Millard company tries to 
have cutting done at other shops. 
The executive committee rtported that 
Mr. Millard had refused to submit the 
matter to the arbitration of the sttfte 
board, but C. K. Millard, when seen 
this aftMnoon, said that in regard to 
arbltra! ion the company would live UD 
to its agreement in every resoect.

STEGES OF MODERN TIMES. 


felting Held Oat Longer 


Part* or Plevna. 


The relief of Major General Baden* 


Powell's plucky band terminates the 
last of the three sieges marking the 
war in South Africa, says the New 
York Commercial Advertiser, 
The 


stubborn defense of Ladysmith, Klm- 
berley and Maf eking recalls in point of 
length and gallantry some of the most 
noted sieges of modern times. 


la the Indian, mutiny of 1857 Cawn- 


pur resisted Nana Sahib but three 
weeks. 
Lucknow, however, held out 


66 days and was relieved by General 
Havelock.' Khartum withstood the 
MahdI's hosts for 11 months, from Feb. 
18, 1884, to Jan. 25, 1885. Save for a 
few Greek merchants, General Gordon 
waa the only white man in the town. 


The defense of Gibraltar was the 


longest siege in modern warfare. The 
British garrison, under General Elliot, 
held the rock against the combined ar- 
mies of France and Spain from July 5, 
1779, to Nov. 26, 1781. Every day for 
weeks 6,000 shells were thrown into 
the town. The governor issued a proc- 
lamation asking the garrison to sug- 
gest plans for strengthening the forti- 
fications. Frequent sorties kept the 
beleaguered troops from starving, but 
scurvy claimed almost 1,000 men. The 
elege of Paris in the Franco-Prussian 
war lasted less than six months, but 
40,000 persons perished from disease 
and hunger. 


Osman Pasha and his Turkish troops 


held the fortress of Plevna from Sept 
7 to Dec. 10,1877, against the flower of 
the Russian army. The odds -were 50 
to 1 against the beleaguered garrison, 
but It resolutely defied the Investing 
enemy. For 12 weeks the Turkish sol- 
diers practically lived without food, 
and when the last mouthful of rye was 
eaten they sallied forth and pluckily 
tried to cut their way through the 
Russian lines. 


Sevastopol was besieged by the 


French and English armies for 11 
months, from Oct 17, 1854, to Sept 
0, 1855. In that investment however, 
It was the 
besluKKfB who 
Buffered. 


Within the city there was plenty of 
food. 


In 1800 Napoleon left Joseph Bona- 


parte in possession of Madrid. Sara- 
gosaa still defied the French, and the 
dty was invested. Not, however, un- 
til the French bad successfully storm- 
ed the walls did the hardest fighting 
begin, for every street was barricaded, 
every boose was a fortress, and the 
Spanish peasant* contested every Inch 
Of the French advance through the 
city for 20 d*ys. Not until 30,000 of 
the Inhabitants bad fallen did the gar- 
rison surrender. 


In the peninsular war the French 


mrriann withstood the British under 
Wellington from March 10 to April a

WELLINGTON'S DECISION. ! 


When the Moment to Strike Bad' 


Come, He Did Hot Healtate. 


Badajos lies In Spain five miles from 


the Portuguese frontier. It was the 
key of a situation. Wellington's chance 
was to strike at Badajos before the 
French marshals could combine and 
crush him. His task was both la front 
of him and behind him. He lacked 
transport; he lacked food for the men; 
the soldiers were eating cassava root 
Instead of bread; the bullocks were 
weak and emaciated. All this was the 
doing of the parliament at home. 


But Wellington knew that the mo- 


ment to strike had come, and he seems 
to have hesitated very little. Placing 
no faith in the tongues of the Portu- 
guese, he made his plans with all pos- 
sible secrecy. The guns for the siege 
were loaded on board the transport at 
Lisbon and consigned to a fictitious ad- 
dress. But In the river Badhao they 
were placed upon smaller vessels, and 
finally they were again landed and 
drawn by bullocks to Eloas, a post in 
the possession of the allies. Having 
stationed two-thirds of his force under 
General Graham and General Hill to 
prevent a most probable interference 
by Soult and Marmont, Wellington ad- 
vanced, reaching Eloas on the llth of 
March, 1812. He had mode the most 
incredible exertions. 


The stupidity of the Portuguese bad 


tied with the stupidity of the govern- 
ment at home. Wellington had been 
carrying the preparation for the cam- 
paign upon his own shoulders. If he 
was to win Badajoe, he was to win it 
with no help save that from gallant 
and trustworthy subordinates. He was 
ill withal. Even bis strangely steel- 
like nature had bent beneath the trou- 
ble of preparation amid such indiffer- 
ence. Bnt on March Id Beresford, with 
three divisions, crossed the Guardlana 
on pontoons and flying bridges, drove 
the enemy's outposts and invested 
Badajos.— Stephen Crane In New 
pincott's.

If an American wants to go abroad 


on a cash capital «f $500, there is no 
law to prevent, even if he is a news- 
paper man who has saved and econo- 
mized for six or seven years to get that 
much wealth together. When I started 
out with my friend Gillam, who was 
an artist instead of a journalist, and 
bad $50 less capital as well, we took 
steerage passage on a sfeamer and 
planned to do Europe on foot and avoid 
all extravagances. As to how we got 
along until we struck Greece and a 
certain event happened is of no gseat 
consequence.

We were first met by about a 
dozen dogs of all sizes, ages and colors, 
and each one a worse looking dog than 
the one who came after. After we bad 
clubbed the pack off we were charged 
down upon by nine children of various 
sizes and ages, all of whom needed 
soap ancl water. They rallied around 
us for small coin, and not getting any 
they fell back and gave four women a 
chance. We got rid of the latter to 
encounter three men, one of whom 
could speak a little English. 
They 


were dirty, ragged villains, who did not 
hesitate ,»o threaten us, and not a word 
could we get out of them about tbe 
ruins until we had come down with 
backsheesh. Gillam started out after 
a bit to do some sketching, while I 
found a place to take a nap, and the 
inhabitants of Histrophus finally got 
out of breath begging for coins and 
trying to get us to buy a skeleton old 
goat for $2 and went back to their flea 
Infested huts. 


At the end of two hours I was awak- 


enad by some one giving me a smart 
kick on the hip, and I roused up to see 
that we had been taken prisoners by 
four brigands. The fellows had come 
down off the mountains, about four 
miles away, having probably been no- 
tified by a messenger from the village. 
I have many times read of the 'pictur- 
esque Greek brigands, but the four 
,wbo gobbled us up that day must bave 
gone out of the picturesque business 
some weeks previous. They were a 
ragged, ugly lot, no better than the 
men of the village, and we were far 
more disgusted with their breaths than 
afraid of their knives. The leader spoke 
English fairly well, and I have always 
felt grateful to him on that account. 
All leaders of Greek brigands should 
learn three .or four languages before 
proceeding to business, as it Is a great 
help toward an understanding about 
Identity, money matters and so forth. 
It was the leader who bad kicked me, 
which I have always taken as a com- 
plinjent, and as I sat up he saluted me 
and said: 


"My lord, you will please consider 


yourself a prisoner and come along 
without resistance." 
! "But don't make any mistake on 
me," I replied. "As near as I can 
make out from, this snort range you 
are brigands." 


"I am Bobetto," he said as he laid 


bis hand on his heart and bowed low. 


"Excuse me that I never heard of 


you before. You are a brigand and in 
It for money, and this is your band?" 
. "My lord is correct." 


"Now, about this lord business. Let 


us bave an understanding. Who do 
you take me for?" 


"An English lord, my lord. I have 


been expecting you for several days. 
The name I cannot pronounce, but I 
know you to be the gentleman. Have 
no fears for your safety, as it will be 
a case of ransom." 


"This is kind ,of you. If yon take 


me for an English lord, who do you 
make this other cbap to be?" 


"Your companion, sir. His name I 


heard, but cannot give it. He will also 
be held for ransom." 


Then we started off to tbe west. The 


particular retreat of this band was 
half way up a mountain, and consisted 
of two brush huts and a fire hi front 
of them. We were in no manner ill 
used. They could- have robbed us of 
our few dollars and personal property, 
but they did not even search us for 
weapons. As soon as we bad arrived 
at the huts, however, Bobetto brought 
out stationery and commanded me to 
write to the English minister at 
Athens and obtain the sum of $30,000. 
Both Gillam and I burst out laughing 
at this demand, and after a little I 
said to tbe leader: 


"Of what use to play tbe fool in this 


matter? As I told you before, we are 
'Americans, and poor men at that We 
can raise about $200 apiece, but not 
another cent, and if you take that we 
shall have to turn brigands and com- 
pete with y0u-in business."

Had you got bold of Rock- 
efeller, Gould or Vanderbilt yon might 
have made a raise and-bought a garlic 
factory, but we are almost down to 
hardpan. Sorry for yon, but you can't 
always bit it, even in tbe brigand busi- 
ness." 


"But you must write," persisted the 


wooden beaded rascal.

write to the American minister that if 
he does not send us $10,000 by our 
messenger your ears will be sent him in 
a packager* 
L I wad th* letter to Bobetto after It 
was wiiuuti, j~i. ..o ..a., purt'ectly sat- 
isfied that it would fetch tbe cash in 
reply. It was sent off by a messenger, 
who would be gone at least ten days, 
and then we went into "retirement." 
It is the rule with all brigands who 
have a prisoner on hand to lie low and 
take no chances. I thought it well to 
prepare this gang for a disappointment, 
and when the messenger had departed 
I told them that be would only hav« 
tbe journey for nothing. 
'It cannot be for nothing," grimly re- 


plied Bobetto as he brought out a knit*

SentUels were posted on tbe bills 


around to pnveot a strprfet, aod wo 
had nothing to do but loaf abovt. Bo- 
betto thought be knew the game of 
poker, and tt was (or us to undeceive 
him. In three days Gillam and I had 
w«n *T«ry oent he bad. We offered to 
put op 9200 against our ears, but tbe 
brigand assured us with great dignity 
that It wasn't regular. About once a 
day I thought It my duty to inform 
Bobetto that we were moneyless Amer- 
ican** an<1 that there was nothing in it 
for him, and be always replied to me 
with a lift of the eyebrows and a shrug 
of the ehouWere and the words: 


"Time will tell, my lord; time will 


tell. It has happened that I bave had 
to send ears and bead to Athens be- 
fore." 


For the first five days of our captivi- 


ty we were closely guarded, and there 
could be no thought of escape. Then, 
as we appeared to make ourselves at 
home, tho vigilance of the brigands 
was relaxed. While only four had been 
concerned In our capture, there were 
really six in the band. One of them 
had a broken* leg, and the other was 
acting as a nurse. Two sentinels were 
always stationed at points half a mile 
away, and occasionally a brigand fell 
asleep during the day. I think it was 
on the eighth day and at about 8 
o'clock In the afternoon when the bri- 
gand nurse was sent for provisions.

The "other fellow" was at the fir* 


heaping the brands together. We rose 
up In unison and made the attack. I 
gave old Bobetto a kick on the jaw 
which knocked him over and caused 
doleful howls, and Gillam hit his man 
such a blow on the neck as to render 
him unconscious for half an hour. 
There were two guns in camp, and we 
seized them and made for the high- 
way, only a mile distant. Before de- 
parting I gave the leader a tap on the 
bead to quiet his yells, and so far as I 
know we were not followed a rod. We 
reached the highway just in time to 
get a lift In a passing cart and in a cou- 
ple of hours were in Marathon. As to 
the letter, it was^ delivered at the con- 
sulate, but was looked upon as a Joke 
and tbe messenger sent oft empty 
banded. We might bave lost our eara 
on his return, but were not there to 
have them sliced off. Bobetto died 
two years later, as I read in the pa- 
pers, and it is said that he was badly 
disfigured by a broken jaw—the oae 
"my lord" gave him with an American 
calfskin shoe.

The annual Memorial sermon 


preached to the Grand Army and affil- 
iated organizations last evening? in the 
Universalist church by Rev. E. A. 
Wright. With the center of the church 
given up to the veterans, the Woman's 
relief corps and the Sons of Veterans, 
the church was crowded, and the ser- 
vice was one of much interest. Mr. 
Wright preached a sermon of especial 
interest from its references to present 
national conditions in the light of past 
history, and at the close was applauded 
by the veterans. 
The members of the post men at Grand 
Army hall, and marched from there to 
the church, escorted by a delegation 
from the Sons of Veterans, who drew 
up In line at the church doors and sa- 
luted as the veterans passed. A large 
number of the Woman's relief corps 
had gathered at the church, and were 
seated in the reserved section with the 
members of the post. As the guests of 
the evening filed into the church James 
Morley Chambers, the organist, played 
an appropriate organ voluntary. The 
pulpit and platform were decorated 
with American, flags. 


Rev. Alice K. Wright, wife of the 


pastor, assisted In the service, con- 
ducting the opening part of the ser- 
vice and making the prayer. This was 
her first appearance In tire pulpit of 
the local church, although she has 
preached in Adams since coming here, 
and she made a most favorable im- 
pression, 


Special music was rendered by the 


quartet, consisting of Miss Reagan, 
Miss Tinker, Mr. Phillips and Mr. 
Herbert. 
Among the selections was 


"Tenting on the old camp ground." 


Rev. Mr. Wright, in beginning his 


sermon, welcomed the veterans, saying 
that there was no higher ideal for an 
annual observance than a religious ser- 
vice. His text, as th& only one which 
appealed to him as appropriate to such 
an occasion, was from John XV: 13, 
"Greater love hath no man than this, 
that a man lay down his life for his 
friends." He said in brief: 


It has been said that there is nothlD" 


of greater interest that the birth and 
growth of a human soul, but there is 
one thing of even greater Interest, the 
birth and growth of an aggregation of 
them. All of the great organizations 
of men seem to have been inspired with 
one great idea which becomes their 
mission in the world, for organizations, 
like individuals, are rarely able to de- 
vote themselves 
to more than, one 


leading i urpose. 


Our interest tonight is centered in a 


great organization, which is desig- 
nated by the two letters, "U. S." The 
great idea fiat the United States has 
given to the world is democracy. From 
tna time when the Pilgrims came to 
America in rebellion against the ty- 
ranuy of a monarchy, this idea, has 
been evoivin", and it has not ceased to 
evolve. 
The greatest minds of the 


times are more 'and more concentrated 
upon it in some form or other. But 
whatever form it takes, has for its 
central idea freedom, the will of the 
people above the will of any one man. 


As I have traced in the history of the 


struggle in which you took part and 
which we recall in, this memorial 
growth of our national ideal, my mind 
reverted to the text of tonight. That 
was a time when our national idea 
hung by a thread, when the fate o( 
democracy rested with us. 
Secession 


was the spirit of the south, and the 
nations of the world had their eyes on 
us, to se whether the spirit of unionism 
oould be maintained in a democracy, 
But as always, when • other nations 
have watched to see the collapse of 
democracy, we have shown them that 
it was not to be. We were and are 
making history fapidly, so rapidly that 
it is hard to keep pace with it. No na- 
tion in the world can make so much 
history in a year as can the United 
States of America. 


And at the close of the war, when the 


spirit of unionism had prevailed, there 
was a magnanimity shown that if it 
could have controlled the period of re- 
construction, would have solved the 
problems that now have been vexing 
us for 30 years. But the politicians 
stepped in, and confusion resulted. 
There was no need for it. Other na- 
tions again predicted that all would be 
chaos, and that the democracy would 
turn into a kingdom, with Grant at 
the bead. But again the sturdy spirit 
of independence and democracy con- 
quered, and in spite of the strife of the 
politicians we stand forth as the lead- 
ing nation of the world in commerce, 
education and civilization. We are a 
nation made up of the cream of all na- 
tions. It is true that of late years we 
have been getting also some of the 
scum, and this is something that needs 
closer attention at the present time. 
But we have shown the capacity to 
maintain the democratic idea through 
it all, and two years ago we gave once 
more the most magnificent exhibition 
of patriotism that the world had ever 
seen. 


So shall we never fail when the crisis 


comes. But now, as in '68, our new 
problems have brought the Interference 
of the politicians, who are entangling 
us in Cuba and Porto Rico and the 
Philippines. We must take the matter 
from their hands, and follow the true 
paths marked out in our past history 
in this new and greater development. 
What will come of it Is shown In the 
recent election in one of the provinces 
of the Philippines, when an election by 
the natives was held and native offi- 
cers put in, with only a single Ameri- 
can placed there with the veto power. 
This IB a freedom that the natives 
could not secure for themselves, and 
which we alone were able and willing 
to place In their hands. 


The tendency of all the world today 


Is towards a supervision of the weaker, 
less civilized nations, by the stronger 
and more 'civilized; not a military rule, 
a monarchy, but a "fatherly over- 
sight," which works for the advance- 
ment of civilization. At the present 
time all over th* world there are' 600,. 


000,000 people, formerly self-governing, 
who are now under such oversight 
from nations more fitted to direct the 
progress that muat take place. 


The Injunction of Christ, "Go ye into 


all the world, preaching the gospel," 
cannot mean merely th« carrying of 
religious missions. It means more than 
that, the carrying of railroads, elec- 
tricity, schools, libraries, and all the 
other attendants on civilization. Wor- 
ship and civilization go hand in hand, 
and the missionaries carry law and or- 
der as well as a knowledge of the true 
God. 


The will of the people, the spirit of 


democracy, shall be the law of this and 
of all lands. The time will come when 
there is not merely a United States of 
America, but a United States of the 
World. 
Civilization is going every- 


\yhere, and then only will come the 
millenium of which we ministers have 
been preaching. We as a nation are 
the missionaries of the world. We do 
not wish to conquer the world by force 
of arms, for ours is a mission of peace. 


The great battle of the future is not 


to be the battle of guns, but the battle 
of ballots. Our aim must be to keep 
petty politicians from clouding our 
judgments and our consciences. We are 
laying down our lives for others today, 
and in our lofty mission we are follow- 
ing the teachings of our religion.

erous. Hair-breath Escapes 


Thomas Whotmore of the Windsor 


company has received a very interest- 
ing letter from Albert Oakes. an old 
time friend who is serving: in the Sixth 
Dragoon Guards under General French 
in the Boer war. Mr. Oakes, who has 
been in the thick, of it from the start, 
was at the relief of Kimberley and the 
surender of Cronje at Paardeberg-. The 
letter is dated Bloemfontein, April 10, 
and is as follows: 
Dear Old! Chum: 


Just a few lines to let yiou know that 


I am g-ettiag alons all right. I am 
with General French's column and we 
make a general move nest Sunday with 
80,000 men. Gatacre is cm our right 
flank and Clements on our left, and 
Buller is waiting- for them when they 
retire. We are all round them and In- 
tend to give them jip this time, as 
we have just found the way to fetch 
them out of the rabbit holes. 
Take 


the Boers as a body they are a lot of 
cowards; they won't come out to fight 
and, they use the white flag to shoot 
our men, and also fire on our ambu- 
lances. I was nearly caught the other 
day while out scoultine. Four of us 
g-ot surprised by about 50 of the enemy 
within 200 yards of us, but we did a 
gallop and got away without one of us 
being hit. They are not such crack 
shots or they would have put us all 
out of iness. You ought to have seen 
our shells bursting among them. 
I 


don't think we left many of them alive. 
We have to be very careful about co- 
ing up to the farmhouses if we should 
want a drink. Some of the supposed 
lo^al Dutch are all right, but others 
are very treacherous. One day an old 
Boer farmer told us he had not seen 
any Boer soldiers for two weeks: when 
we turned our backs to ride away we 
were fired upon by concealed Boers 
in the outhouses. One of our party 
was killed and one taken prisoner. I 
have dotted one or two Boers since I 
have been here although it does not do 
to bloiw about myself. I kcocked one • 
clean off his horse who had me spotted, j 
but I srot onto him first. Wore news ' 
next time.
